Being emphatically a home holiday, it 
more than all others affects the homes of 
the land, not less the homes in towns 
and cities than homes upon farms, and 
long before the day is at hand the 
thought that "Thanksgiving is coming" 
controls the movements in households 
everywhere. The home that is not upon 
the farm is none the less to observe the 
day; it, too, is to have its "reast of fat 
things," and the city housekeeper looks 
to her sister in the country lor a fatted 
turkey, ".wherewith to make merry." A 
large share of the demand for the turkey, 
the bird . th'at has become so essential to 
the thanksgiving feast, is supplied by 
those farmers whose flocks number hun- 
dreds; but aside from these, the turkey 
plays an important part on many small 
farms, and the bird, besides "furnishing 
forth," the material for many a home 
feast, is in itself <a cause for grateful 
thanks. Many a mother to help the fam- 
ily purse; many a daughter, in pride at 
being independent ot her father's hard 
earnings, to meet her personal wants, 
looks to her flock of turkeys; and as 
Thanksgiving draws nigh, she counts 
and feeds her flock with pleasant dreams 
of the day in which the hopes of many 
days will be consummated. Blessed be 
the observance which touches so nearly so 
many human hearts. Blessed be the day 
which brings joy to so many homes — 
which, to the wanderer, wherever he may 
be, turns his thoughts toward home. 
And, when has the American farmer bad 
greater occasion on Thanksgiving day 
than new to say : "Oh ! give thanks un- 
to the Lord* for He is good and his mer- 
cy eadureta forever."— American

It was well known 
that there was a -limit to the distance

AN HOJMKST FARMER. 


Robert Foracre was a bachelor. He 


had come as a stranger into our district 
when be was a young fellow of four-and- 
twenty,-ancl had remained in it for forty 
years, in what I may call a state of seipe 
from maidens and widows, bat had held 
out gallantly, and was at length pro- 
nounced impregnable. He was rallied, 
of course, about this and that rustic 
beauty, but he only replied with a good- 
humored laugh, or by the modest confes- 
sion that "he was not good enough for 
her." 
1 used to think this answer of the 


honest farmer worthy 01 Macchiavelli, of 
whom in all probability he had never So 
much as heard. The objection in ques- 
tion has, of course, been made before,but 
always with the intention of winning the 
lady; to use it as a means of escape 
it was a stroke of genius, and I am 
not sure but that it would stand a man 
in good stead even in a case of breach of 
promise of marriage. , "I would have 
married her, my lord judge, Heaven 
knows, but I felt I was not worthy of 
her." 
There is a serious 
obligation

young farmer was by no m«aus received 
with open arms. His modest ambition 
was to take a small farm in the district, 
the whole of which oelonged to the Duke 
of Grampian, and he applied to lawye- 
Smart, the Duke's steward and managing 
man, with this object. 


Now Mr. Smart was not a person to 


let land go cut of his hands to any man 
without good warrant not only of his 
solvency,bnt of his ability; and It was al- 
ways a matter of surprise how this appli- 
cant obtained his first footing. For, to 
tell the honest truth, Foracre was not a 
good farmer, in an agricultural sense, 
though morally, as I have shown, as good 
as gold.

As the copy- 
ing of the sacred wri tings required great 
care, in order to avoid errors and to make 
the books readable, persons had to be 
trained to the task. Indeed the copying 
ol the scriptures can* e to be a second art. 
Tn this way arose thJ5 profession, and, as 
may be said, the learned caste of the 
scribes. As they lad the care of the 
rolls of volumes of the law, they were 
sometimes called Uvti yers. Not only did 
they make copies of the sacred text, 
but they claimed to 3xplain it, and thus 
acquired great influence with the people. 
From our Lord's reproofs to the scribes 
of his day, we learn that they did not 
always use their influence for good. 


The chief scribes among the Jews 


were teachers. In the outer court of the 
temple were many bhambers, in which 
they sat on elevated platforms and over- 
looked their pupils, who sat on lower 
platforms, and thus it their feet. 


When we remember the wars, the 


captives and the persecutions of the 
Tow*, wo may well censider the safc- 
keepius and handing -down of the sacred 
records t» modern times as among tho 
wonders. <.,f Divine P|rovidence.—Golden 
Day ?.

The members of the con- 
ference will number) 400, one^half of 
whom will represent British and Conti- 
nental Methodism, and one-half the 
churches in the United States and Can- 
ada.

REMEDY FOR DIPHTHERIA.—The meth- 


od of treating that form of pulmonary 
consumption which consists in the ul- 
cerations in the substance of the lungs, 
by means of blisters on the chest, and 
thus giving an artificial outlet of the 
humors which otherwise discharge from 
the lungs, has been successfully applied 
to various other diseases in which the 
vital organs were attacked. Even vari- 
ous forms of internal inflammation may 
in this way be drawn to the exterior, 
and tho latest application of this method 
has been made with diphtheria. Dr. 
Davis, of Mankato, Minn., blisters the 
chest of his patients suffering from, 
diphtheria, and the ulcoratioii, which 
otherwise takes place in the throat, will 
appear on the chest, while the throat 
becomes free. He discovered this while 
treating a wounded man, who got diph- 
theria before his wound was healed, and 
the suppuration appeared in the woond 
and not in the throat 


Imparity in lee. 


The popular delusion that water in 


the procesb of freezing somehow elimi- 
nates any impurity it may contain, or 
that the vitality of animal or vegetable 
germs is -destroyed by the cold, is now 
very generally exploded. 
Now, how- 


ever, that the season for gathering ice ia 
once more approaching, it will be just 
ae well that attention should be again 
drawn to the dangerous nature of the 
fallacy alluded to. An American nat- 
uralist has been microscopically examin- 
ing fragments of ice taken from various 
canals and pond&. Ho took only such 
specimens as appeared clean, and were 
quite transparent to the eye. On melt- 
ing them and subjecting them to magni- 
fying powers, varying up to 900 diame- 
ters, he says that* vegetable tissue and 
confervoid growth were iu most cases 
observable at once. 
He found no in- 


stance in which animalcule were pres- 
ent in an active state "Sfter freezing, but 
after being allowed to stand for a while 
in a moderate temperature the water 
presented monads whose movements 
were easily distinguished with a magni- 
fying power of from 200 to 400 diame- 
ters. After a while conf ervee were grow- 
ing and taking form similar to the nests 
occupied by the joung of the Parame- 
ciuni, common in stagnant water. The 
result of the observations is to prove 
beyond question that freezing does not 
in auy wny eliminate impurity or pre- 
vent the subsequent development of 
animal or vegetable germs. This ia 
merely a confirmation of what has al- 
ready been asserted and proved before, 
but the matter is of such importance 
that^it is not likely to bo urged with un- 
necessary frequency. 
Many persons 


who will look askance at a glass of un- 
filtered water will not hesitate to cool 
their drink by dropping a knob of ice 
into it. That from ponds and canals is, 
of course, ostensibly gathered for non- 
dietetic purposes, but it is to be feared 
that in hot weather ice is ice, and that 
much risk of mischief is often incurred. 
It may be questioned whether this in- 
dustry should not be looked after a lit- 
tle.—London Globe.

DRIVE two large nails through two 


spools, as far a^art as your broom-handle 
is thick, and hang your broom on, brush 
up, to keep it straight.

for baking purposes. 


To RAISE THE PILE ON VELVET.— 


When the pile is pressed down, cover a 
hot smoothing-iron with a wet cloth, and 
hold the velvet firmly over it; the vapor 
arising will raise the pile of the velvet 
with the assistance of a light whisk or 
clothes brush.

ROOTS.—The 


roots of many useful and ornament^ 
al plants, such as cannas, dahlias, 
and gladiolus, may be safely wintered in 
dry soil by means of external coverings. 
But, as they do n®t require light during 
the winter,'it is safer to lift and store 
them in a dry cellar or building from 
which the frost is excluded. We find 
them to keep best, says au agricultural 
writer, packed' in a soil just moist 
enough to keep'the roots from swelling. 


THE following oil is recommended as 


an excellent compound preparation for 
restoring and strengthening the hair: 
Take of purified beef marrow, say four 
ounces; purified lard, two ounces; con- 
crete oil of mace, four ounces; oil of 
aloes, lavender, mint, rosemary sage and 
thyiae, each two drachms; balsam of 
tolmu, four drachms; camphor, one 
drachm; alcohol, oue ounce; place the 
alcohol in a glass mattross, and with the 
heat of a warm-water bath dissolve 
therein the balsam of tolmu; add the 
camphor and essential oil Qn the other 
hand, melt together the marrow, lard, 
oil of mace, and as it congeals add the 
alcoholic solution made, and stir the 
whole until it is entirely cooled. Lubri- 
cate the head with oil once or twice ev- 
ery twenty-four hours. 


REPAIRING A SCRATCHED MIRROR. 
- 


Remove the silvering from the glass 
around the scratch so that the clear 
space will be about a quarter of an inch 
wide. Thoroughly clean tiie clear spaco 
with a clean cloth and alcohol. Near 
the edge of a broken piece of looking- 
glass mark out a piece of silvering a lit- 
tle larger than the clear space on the 
mirror to be repaired. Now place a very 
minute drop of mercury, on the center of 
the patch, ancl allow it to remain for a 
lew minutes; clear away the silvering 
around the patch, and slide the latter 
from the glass. Place it ovor tho clear 
spot on the mirror, and gently press it 
down with a tuft of cotton. This ia a 
difficult operation, and wo would advise 
a little practice before trying it on a 
large mirror.—Scientific A'tnat' an. 


FANCY SCRAP-BAG.— Take two medi- 


um-sized, three-ply woinK'n jilitc.s ; liore 
in each twelve holes near tho edge and 
at equal distances from each other, leav- 
ing a space where there arc ru> holes for 
the opening of the bag. 1'aint or draw 
with India ink on tlu bottom of each 
plate—which is to be the outsi lo—some 
pretty design. Take a piece of satin 
about three-quarters of a yard long ami 
over an eighth of a yard wide; hem 
each end and run in a short, piece of 
elastic. Gather each bide and draw up 
till it makes a putf just lon^ enough to 
reach between the two end-hole^ of a 
plate. 
Bind tho edges of the- pun'. 


Then,make twelve httlo slite in eacli 
binding corresponding to Hit- holes in 
tho plates. Take two yards ot satin 
ribbon, half an inch wido; put it 
through the first hole on tho outside of 
the plate nnd through .the first slit in the 
•binding, through the Pooond hht and 
second hole, and so on till it comes ont 
through the twelfth Lok- m Ihc plate. 
Tie the ends together in a bow. Take 
two yards more of riLbou and Jo the 
same with the othor plate. 
By careful 


cutting, three-eighthH of a yard of satin 
us enough for the puff and' binding.
